NO HER FOR THE THRONE 


Alleged That Queen Draga At- 
tempted: To Foist Sister’s Child 
on King as Her Own. 
Czar Sends Specialists 


to Belgrade. 


London, May 17.—A remarkable state 
of affairs in the Servian royal family was 
revealed by official telegrams from Bel- 
grade-today. “The Vienna newspapers 
in February anounced the accouchement 


of Queen Draga, who was married Au- 


gust 5, 1900. This was shown to be un- 
true. Recently the same papers report- 
ed she was about to be confined. As'‘the 
c2aTr was one of the attesting witnesses of 
the marriage, he sent a special Russian 
envoy to investigate the strange rumors. 
The envoy summoned a trio of Russian 
and French specialists, who declared the 
queen was not enciente, and an official 
notification to this effect was today sent 
to the diplomatic corré. 

The diagonsis of the doctors, however, 
does not seem to have satisfied the royal 
family, 
summoned from Vienna and Bucharest to 
report on the case. 

Sent a Beautiful Cradle. 

Costly gifts have been pouring into Bel- 
grade from the people of Servia in antici- 
pation of the expected event. The city 
of NiscH presented the royal couple with 
a beautiful cradle. 

The scandal becomes still more inex- 
plicable. According to.the Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, the doc- 
tors ‘attending Queen Draga have. issued 
a ‘bulletin’ declaring that the “case is 
peculiar. and it is not impossible that 
the queen ts in a delicate condition.” 

The Vienna papers last night reported 
that Queen Draga was seriously ill, with 
several ‘physicians in consultation, and 
that the case would require protracted 
treatment. 

From Servia comes al] kinds of rumors. 
According to one story a revolution is im- 
minent, and Russian agents are inciting 
the population against the obrenovios 
dynasty. 

According to another report, King Alex- 
ander is said to be furiously angry, and if 
he ts able to prove that the queen, instead 
of being, as is alleged, a victim to hys- 
teria, haa intentionally deceived him, 
he will divorce and banish her from the 
country and possibly will himself abdi- 


cate. 
Sister’s Child in Case. 

The greatest indignation has ~ been 
aroused in -Belgrade by a report that 
Queen . Draga failed-in a deliberate at- 
tempt to foist upon the king the child 
of her sister as her own.

RUSSIA TURNING TO COTTON. 


Empire Will Soon Be Able To Sup- 
ply Her Needs. 
Washington, May 17.—It is expected that 
Rrssia will scon be able to supply her

Frey Dispensary in the City Has 


Been Closed Up, 


vv | OPERATED AGAINST THE LAW 


Attorney General Says the Places 
Are All Illegal and Orders 
Are Issued To Close Them 
All Up. 


Charleston, S. C., May °17.—(Special.j)— 
Orders from the state board of liquor con- 
trol were received here tonight to have 
every dispensary in Charleston county 
closed until further notice. This step, 
which gtows out of the fight between the 
state board and the local board of con- 
trol, is due directly to the fact that there 
is no law,.by which dispensaries can be 
operated, 7 

In order to make commissions for dis- 
pensers legal they must have the approv- 
al of the county board of commissioners, 
and under a ruling of Attorney-General 
Bellinger today the organization of the 
commissioners was illegal, 

The law was muddled at the last ses- 
sion of the legislature and Charleston’s 
delegation faileq to note it. Early this 
morning quiet orders reached here of 
what action the state board would take 
and the dispensaries did a tland office 
business. All the ‘blind tigers have laid 
in a full supply and the liquor famine 
will not follow. a 

The orders to close caused a tremen- 
dous sensation in Charleston and more 
trouble is expected. Since May ist the 
dispensaries have been operating illegally 
and save for the fact that the profits 
went to the state they were in the same 
class with blind tigers. 

The closing orders will affect the beer 
dispensaries and a beer famine Js proba- 
ble. The only places where beer can 
be bought will be at the tigers, and with 
the difficulty of having this beverage 
brought into the city, the tiger keepers 
tonight are speculating on a raise of the 
price. It is understood that a brigade of 
constables will be sent to this city to 
check the business of the tigers and 
warm times will follow from tonight.

Dear to President McKinley, 
clares Dr. Henry McCook. 


WANTS IT KEPT IN CREED 


Dr. McCook Made These Statements 
to Northern Presbyterians in 
Referring to Mrs. McKinley. 


Philadelphia, May 17.—Although it has 
for years been the custom of the Presby- 
terfan assembly to begin the real business 
sessions of the meeting on the Friday fol- 
lowing the opening day, an innovation 
was introduced this year in the form of 
a twentieth century celebration in the 
Academy of Music. 

The twentieth century meeting was in 
pursuance of a resolution adopted by the 
general assembly at St. Louis least year. 
The programme was laid down in the res- 
olution of the assembly. Ths first ses- 
sion began at 9:30 o'clock. Long before 
that hour the parquette circle and galler- 
ies were crowded wth an eager _aud- 
ence. The narquet was reserved for the 
commssioners and alternates and on the 
stage were seated the speakers and spe- 
cially invited guests. A prayer and praise 
service occured the greater portion of 
the morning session. A feature of this 
ceremony wes a choir of 300 voices se- 
lected from the various Presbyterian 
churches in Philadelphia. 

John H. Converse, L.L. D., of this gity, 
presided. The celebration began wit# the 
singing of the lon& meter doxolosy, 
“Praise God from Whom All Blessings 
Flow.” which was followed by an invo- 
cation by Rev. Er. Hinton, D. D., L.L. D., 
of Chicago, who presented a review of the 
nineteenth century and Rev. Henry Ll. 
McCook, D. D., of this city, on “Progress 
of the Presbyterian Church in the Nine- 

entury.’”’

Judge Joseph W. Martin, of Little Rock, 
was made chairman of the committee on 
bills and overtures. 

Much of the day’s session was devoted 
to reading and referring overtures from 
the synods and presbyteries of the south. 

The prsbytery of Brownwood, Tex., 
asked for a modification of the pastoral 
letter in reference to dancing. 

The Florida prebytery advocated a cir- 
culating library for tne ministry. 

The presbytery of Fort Worth asked 
a deliverance on the question as to wheth- 
er it is constitutional to invite a minis- 
ter of a corresponding denomination to 
offer prayer at installation, 

There were numerous overtures pretest- 
ing against the insertion of a foot note to 
the confession of faith on the “elect, in- 
fant’’ clause, and they were referred to a 
special committee composed of one rep- 
resentative from each synod. 

Report on Home Missions. 

The thirty-fifth annual report of the 
executive committee of home missions 
showed receipts of $55,356 and disburse- 
ments of $49,043, the baiance in the treas- 
urer’s hands March 31, 1961, being $6,313. 

e receipts of the home mission fund 
wer $26,915. The outlay was for the stp- 
port Of 6 missionaries among the Mexi- 
cans, 75 ministers in Texas, 16 in Arkan- 
sas, 8 in Indian Territory, 16 in Florida 
and 8 for teachers in the Indian schools. 
The whole number of ministers and teach- 
ers for whose support the committee, in 
whole or part. supplied, was 123. Two 
churches received $200 to aid in erecting 
houses of worship and 11 churches received 
donations amounting to $1,523. 

The receipts on account of the invalid 
fund were $14,590, and the payments $13,233 
to 141 beneficiaries in 51 presbyteries, aid- 
ing 32 aged and infirm ministers and 109 
widows and orphans of deceased minis- 
ters. 

While it is true, the report said, that 
the committee begins the new fiscal year 
with a comparatively small amount of 
money in the treasury, which, from a 
financial standpoint, may not appear very 
flattering to some—still there are some 
facts or conditions which will compen- 
sate: 

First, that at least once before (1897) 
we began the year with almost the same 
amount. 

Second, the committee is»not in debt. 

Third, we firmly believe that our people 
are waking up to a-fuller realization of 
the primal importance of this great 
scheme of benevolence. 

The committee regretted that so little 
could. be given for the purpose of aid- 
ing in the erection of houses of worship. 
Urgent appeals were continually coming 
for help from places of great strategic 
importance, but the small amount set 
apart for that purpose could not jus- 
tify an extensive outlay in donations or 
loans. 

The Ladies’ Aid Society and Sabbath 
schools have contributed for all purposes 
$3,173 during the year. 

The committee recommended the adop- 
tion of the following: 

“That the general assembly advise the 
Presbyterians to devote one evening dur- 
ing the spring sessions, or-such an hour 
as may be convenient, to the general 
discussion of the subject of foreign mis- 
sions in the presence of the congrega- 
tion among whom they meet, and that 
during the fall sessions a similar meet- 
ing be held in the interest of home mis- 
sions.’’ 

Secretary Declined an Advance. 

At the afternoon session reports were 
received from several ad interim commit- 
tees. 

The executive committee of foreign mis- 
sions -went on record as favorable to a 
salary of $3,000 per annum for the for- 
eign missions secretary, but reported that 
the secretary declined to receive re 
than $2,500. 

The board of trustees reported as on 
hand and invested as directed by the 
different wills for the various causes of 
the church $13,880; during the year there 
were received from all sources $21,940.32; 
disbursements, $19,376.43. 

The board recommends the re-election 
of Dr. J. R. Haverton, D. W, Oates and 
J. K. Pharr as mefnbers. 

The report of the home and schoo) at 
Fredericksburg, Va., for orphan children 
of Presbyterian missionaries showed that 
running expenses have been met and 
much of the debt has been paid off. Thir- 
ty-seven orphans have been given edu- 
cational advantages this session. 

Dr. F. B. Beattie, of Kentucky, was 
appointed chairman of the special com- 
mittee on “elect infant’’ clause. 

The report of the treasurer for the year 
showed a balance, of $2,562.36 on hand. 

Rev. T. A. Rice; D. D., of Atlanta, Ga., 
preached to the assembly tonight.

The largest meeting yet held 
was in Chattanooga in 1900, 
membership was 204 The present meet- 
ing promises’to go beyond that. Among 
the new members is a young woman, 
Miss Virginia Woolsey, who represents a 
Litchfield, Ky., presbytery as a ruling 
elder. No objection was made to her en- 
rollment, although the procedure is un- 
usual. Miss Woolsey: is the daughter of 
Mrs. L. M. Woolsey, of Caneyville, Ky., 
against whose ordination as a minister a 


former assembly decided. 

Several communications were read by 
Stated. Clerk J.. M. Hubbert, among them 
several which were made questions for 
discussion. Among them were memorials 
for and against a postigraduate divinity 
school in connection with the Chicago 
university, two propositions for inde- 
pendent assembly control of the church's 
present theological seminary at Lebanon, 
Tenn. It was announced that qa majority 
of the presbyteries had decided in favor 
of a constitutional amendment, which 
will in future permit rotation in the of- 
fices of ruling elder and deacon, a radical 
change from the old plan. 

Orphans homes and other committees 
reported successful years. 

Corresponding Secretary W. J. Darby, 
D. D., representing the work of the edu- 
cational society, announced that there 
are 500 probationers for the Cumberland 
Presbyterian ministry, half of them in 
schools and colleges and forty-nine in the 
theological seminary. The receipts for 
ministerial education were $1,489; perma- 
nent fund $8,000. 

Rev. J. H. Miller, mission secretary, re- 
ported foreign missionaries in the field 27, 
home misionaries 10, total misionary re- 
ceipts $35,559. 

A telegram announcing the probable 
early death of Mrs. McKinley was read 
and a message of sympathy was ordered 
sent to the president, and the assembly 
,united in. prayer for the recovery of the 
distinguished patient. 

In the afternoon the general assembly 
heard numerous reports, those of the 
boards of publication and ministerial re- 
lief among them. 

The publishing house located in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., is in a very prosperous con- 
dition, its assets exceeding $230,000. 

The board of ministerial relief has aid- 
ed forty-six dependent ministers and 
forty-nine widows of ministers, the 
amount of funds raised therefor being 
$10,940. The educational-commission an- 
nounced the raising. of practically a mil- 
lion follays additional endowment for the 
educational institutions of the. church. 
This includts the founding of James Mil- 
liken university’ at Decatur, Il., with 
property and endowment of more than 
half a million: dollars.

Jacksonville, Fla., May 17.—Today the 
civil authorities are in charge of the 
city, but the troops remain, including the 
crews of the two revenue cutters, doing 
police duty. There has been no disorder 
of consequence, and comparatively few 
arrests for drunkenness. : 

The total of contributions received by 
the Relief Association up to this afternoon 
is $113,900.81. Chairman Parrott, of the 
commissary department, stated today 
that the number of people being fed daily 
by the Relief @#ssociation is now about 
3,000. 

The executive committee resolved today 
that the president of the Relief Associa- 
tion send out an appeal incorporating 
Statements of President Garner, of the 
Relief Association; Mayor Bowden and 
Bishop Weed, as ‘to needs of the city, 
and to mail copies of it to mayors of cit- 
ies in the United States having popula- 
tions of 10,000 and over. 

The total force engaged in cleaning up 
the streets is now 525, and good prog- 
ress is being made. This number does 
not include those employed by private 
parties on their property. 

Strict adherence to the rule by the labor 
bureau to give no employment to non- 
residents has had a good effect, and the 
incoming of unskilled laborers from other 
cities has about ceased.

HIGH RATES NOT JUSTIFIED. 


Insurance Charges in Mississippi 
Cause a Kick. 


Jackson, Miss., May 17.—(Special.)—The 
existing high rates for fire insurance 
charged by the fire insurance companies 
doing business in the state are not justi- 
fled by the busines transaction. Auditor 
Cole has just prepared a tabulated state- 
ment of the business of forty-four fire 
companies for the past year, which shows 
that there was $49,877;487 in fire insurance 
written in the state, on which the pre- 
miums collected amounted to $1,427,026.61. 
The average rremium rate was ‘2.12’.per 
cent. The companies suffered losses dur- 
ing the year amounting to $669,519.60, or 
an increase of $81,470.60 over the losses 
for the »revious year, but the premsums 
collected is in increase of $270,089.61 over 
the premiums for the previous year.

Over a Thousand Bales Are Quickly | 
Consumed. 


$50,000 


Selma Has a Fire in Which Valuable 
Property Is Quickly 


Destroyed. 

Selma, Ala., May 17.—(Special.)—Short- 
ly after 11 o’clock this morning fre 
broke out in the large cotton warehouse 
of John Babcock, corner Water and Lau- 
derdale streets, destroying a thousand 
bales of cotton. valued at ‘between $40,000 
and $45,000, and buildings worth about 
$7,000. For some reason the ‘fire alarm 
system would not work when an attempt 
was made to send in the alarm.

Kirk Stanley, a massage operator, in 
‘whose rooms the body was, is under ar- 
rest. as a: suspicious person. 

Decomposition had advanced so far 
when the body was discovered that a 
cursory 6xamination was not sufficient to 
‘reveal the cause of death. 

Stanley has been subjected to a ricid 
examination and is said to have told con- 
flicting stories. 

Mrs. Bernius, from whom Stanley 
leased four rooms, in one of which the 
body was found, says that her tenant 
claimed to be from San Francisco and 
called himself “Dr. Stanley.’’ He was 
accompanied by a young woman whom 
he introduced as his wife. | 

The body was discovered by Mrs. Ber- 
nius’s daughter, who. went. into. Stanley's 
apartments to remove some bedding 
which was hanging out of the window. | 

The police were immediately notified 
and a search of the body disclosed a 
number of papers. Among them was. a 
letter from John Mitcnel], president of 
the United Mine Workers, and addressed 
to Rev. Dr. Edward S. Phillips, Haazle- 
ton, Pa. There were’ also several tele- 
grams from Mitchell addressed to the 
priest, a half fare railway coupon, such 
as.is issued to clergymen, and several 
out.in Dr. Phiflipa’s napie. 
arrested at midnight. The 
Prisoner Seemed to be sufféring from the 
effects of drink or drugs. His manner 
was that of a man who was badly d@zed. 
He said ‘his natne’ was Kirk Stanley and 
that he had come to this city about a 
year and a half ago. He said. they ‘calHed 
him doctor, but ‘he had no diploma. He 
was ‘a masS8age operator and intended to 
open an office here. 

The body of Father Phillips was __re- 
moved to the morgue. Dr. A. F. Dough- 
ertv. of Wilkesbarre, who said he was 
a nephew of the priest, ‘identified the

' Coroner Bausch committed Stanley to 
the Tombs in default of $10,000, to 
await the result of the autonsy. 

' After the autopsy on the body of Fath- 
er Phillips had been completed Coroner 
Bausch announced that no marks of vi- 
olence: had been fouhd on the kody. The 
condition of the organs showed that the 
man had suffered from. chronic nephritis 
and fatty liver. Thé coroner. said that, 
Owing to the suspicious circumstances 
surrounding the case, it was deemed ad- 
visable to have the vital organs analyzed. 

Stanley was afraigned in police court and 
was remanded to the custody of the coro- 
ner. He refused to make any statement 
in court, 

Coroner Bausch visited Stanley in his 
cell today and there, aftér much persua- 
sion, the prisoner told the following re- 
markable story to the coroner: 

“It is true-I knew the priest and this 
is the way I became acquainted with 
him, I4eft my home about midnight May 
8th, and walked over to the corner of

There 
I saw atanding on the corner the priest 
talking with two girls. He was some- 
what intoxicated and so was I, for I had 
been drinking in my rooms.

After a little con- 
versation I asked them to come with me 
to my rooms, where we would have some 
whisky. They all accepted the invitation, 
and in a few minutes we were seated 
in my sitting room drinking whisky. 

“The girls remained with us about two 
or three hours, and then left, saying 
they had to go home. After they left 
both the oriest and I were taken ill. I 
don’t know whether the girls had put 
anything in our drinks or not, but we 
were nauseated. The priest took a small 
bottle’ of medicine from his vest pocket 
ané swallowed a littie and then told: me 
to do the same. I did so and in a lit- 
tle while we both felt better. 

“It war then.that the priest told me 
he was a Roman Catholic clergyman from 
Pennsylvania, and offered to financiall 
back me in my cure. He did not teil 
me his name. 

“As dawn was breaking, I told the 
priest I thought I would take a little 
walk as the air would do me good, and I 
asked him to accompany me, but fre said 
he wotld rather rest where he was. 
went out and returned, I should say, two 
hours later. 

‘‘When I got back the priest was gone. 
That wae the last time i ever saw him. 
The dead man in the room which Cap- 
tain Donohue showed me was not -the 
priest I knew... The dead man looked like 
a negzro.”’ 

Stanley could not describe the two girls, 
nor would. he admit having had a wo- 
man there@whom he called his wife. 

Dr. O’H&hlon, who made the autopsy, 
paid. 

“The autopsy’ showed that the man 
suffered from chronic’ Bright’s disease. 
faity liver.and gem 4 heart, any of which 
would have been sufficient to cause death. 
‘Ofcourse he might bave been given a 
tot bath and might have been smothtere'l.

In the ma- 
jority of crafts—both skilled and the so- 
called unskilled—this effort has been uni- 
formly successful. and they have for a 
number of yearS enjoyed the pleasures 
that come with greater leisure. Ma- 
cninists, owing to the fact of their isola- 
tion in the past from the labor move- 
ment, have not enjvyed this right and, 
privilege until now, after a decade of ed- 
ucation, they have conciuded tuat the 
time has arrived when they, too, should 
share in the same enjoyments. In reach- 
ing this conclusion and in seeking similar 
tavors they know they are not stretch- 
ing their demands beyond the bounds of 
reason or seeking something to which 
they have no valid claim. 


Skill of American Machinists. 


‘‘More than a quarter of a century a 
our brother craftsmen in Great Britain 
secured a nine-hour day, and it is con- 
ceded by all manufacturing machinists 
who have given the question the least 
study that the American machinist pro- 
duces more per diem even on an eight- 
hour basis than does his brother crafts- 
men in that country. Such being the case 
it is eminently proper and strictly in ac- 
cord with the spirit of the times that the 
machinists of the United States, Canada 
and Mexico should make a_= concerted 
movement in the same direction. The 
time has come, the moment is ripe and 
the demand is now made. 

“To the apg a few words exvlan- 
atory of the position the machinist occu- 
pies in the domain of productice labor, 
and in connection with a. shovter work 
day may not be out of place: Owing to 
the’ peculiar nature of our trade and the 
great inroads made into it by the intro- 
duction of more perfect machinery, a 
great deal more is mow produced’ than 
ever. This inereased production con- 
tinues to increase’ with the succeeding 
years, but in spite of this no material 
or permanent increase in wages has been 
secured by the man who manipulates the 
machine,...He.produces: more, Dut. -re- 
ceives no more;than he did. formerly. 
Now the demand is made for a fairer 
share of what we att at by shortening 
the work day one 
crease in pay. 


Due Warning Given. 


‘This demand is not made without due 
warning. Twelve months ago notice was 
served on the manufacturers of the 
United States that on Monday, May 20, 
1901; the International Association of Ma- 
chinfsts would demand a nine-hour day 
and that if the demand was not granted 
its members and those in sympathy with 
them would su nd labor until the de- 
mand was granted. We do not advocate 
a strike with all the attendant mistakes 
of the et but merely a peaceful cessa- 
tion of labor until we can start work on a 
nine-hour day basis. 

‘‘We appeal to our fellow craftsmen to 
rally with us in this effort to elevate 
our manhood, to improve our minds, to 
purify our bodies and our lives, to make 
of us exemplary citizens, to make our 
homes more homelike with our presence, 
and to show the world that we, too, 
have aspirations a ‘little higher than the 
meeee and scarcely lower than the an- 
ge s.’ 9°? f

He Was Chairman of Georgia Dele- 
gation to New York. 


AMERICAN CONGRESS JUST ENDED 


Big Meeting in London Will Be At- 
tended by Delegates from All 
Parts of the World. 


Dr. George Brown, of Atlanta, has been 
electea py the American Congress of Tu- 
berculosis, which has iust finished its 
sessions in New York city, a delegate to 
the World’s Congress of Tuberculosis, 
which will assemble in London in August. 

This is a distinguished honor conferred 
upon a well-knowh Atlanta specialist who 
has taken a deep interest in the study of 
the disease with which the congress had 
to do. 

It was at Dr. Brown’s suggestion that 
Governor Candler appointed a delegation 
from Georgia to attend the tuberculosis 
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DR. GEORGE BROWN. 

He Has Been Selected Amon 
Others to Represent the Unite 
States at the World’s Tuberculo- 
sis Convention at London in Au- 
gust. 
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congress in New York city. Dr. Brown 
was made chairman of the Georgia dele 
gation, and was on the programme to read 
a paper before the convention. 

There were delegates present at the 
meeting in New York from every state in 
the union, from Canada and from Central 
and South America. The delegates from 
the states were appointed by the gov- 
ernors, while those from foreign countries 
were sent by their governments. It will 
be seen, threfore, that it was a most im- 
portant and distinguished gathering. It 
was the second annual session of the 
American congress, and from a medical] 
standpoint, was one of the most impor- 
tant assemblies held in this count#y re- 
cently. 

Two main features were prominent 
throughout the convention in New York. 
One was the question of preventing the 
spread of consumption which, as some 
physicians say, is killing more persons 
than all other diseases combined, and the 
other was the question of what legisla- 
tion may be adopted to prevent its spread.

Stenographers and Libel. 


A man must be careful what he dic- 
tates to his stenographer. A recent 
decision of the Maryland court of ap- 
peals indicates that the courts do not 
recognize the relations existing be- 
tween a man and his amanuensis as of 
such close character as they have pop- 
ularly been regarded, and that for the 
purposes of legal definition of libel, 
the amanuensis is not a mere machine, 
but stands in the position of the public. 

It would seem at first glance that a 
man might dictate to his stenographer 
anything he chose, and that until the 
dictated matted reached the eyes of a 
third person no libel could be uttered, 
no matter how libelous the letter or 


dictated statement might be; that the 


stenographer is no more than a third 
arm, as it were, and that the libelous 
matter was as much in the possession 
of the person whose brain conceived it 
as if ic had never been seen by other 
eyes than his own, but had simply been 
written by himself, folded up and put 
in his inside pocket. But this Mary- 
land court, the first high court to pass 
upon the questions involved, holds 
otherwise. 

The court holds that the “publica- 
tion” of a letter dictated and typewrit- 
ten containing libelous matter is le- 
gaily complete, although its contents 
have not been made known to any per- 
son other than the stenographer. The 
court ruled: 

Neither the prevalence of any business 
customs or methods, nor the pressure of 
business which co..pels resort to sten- 
ogranhic assistance, can make that legal 
which is illegal, nor make that innocent 
which would otherwise be actionable. 
Nor can the fact that the stenographer 


‘is under contractual or moral obligation 
to regard all his employer’s communica- | 


tions as confidential alter the reason 
of the matter. 

, This means that publicity within the 
meaning and intent of the libel law of 
Maryland—and the same principles 
doubtless obtain in the libel laws of 
all states—is sufficiently accomplished 
when the objectionable matter is dic- 
tated to the stenographer; that it is 
“published” in the legal sense as fully 
as if it were printed in a newspaper 
and scattered broadcast. 

The Philadelphia Press considers the 
ruling sound in principle and believes 
its effect wil] be good. Says The Press, 
in reviewing the decision: 

It should have a prohibitive influence 
upon persons tempted to write scurrilous, 
blackmailing and libelous communications 
through an amanuensis. Such communi- 
cations, though made only to the ste- 
nographer, subject the person inspiring 
and dictating them to the penalties of 
the libel laws. The confidential relation 
between the employer and his clerk does 
not reverse the law of the case. The 
constitutional definition of libel may vary 
somewhat throughout the country; but 
it is probable that no essential differences 
would be found in the rulings of the 
state courts as to what constitutes the 
technical publication of libelous matter. 
The Maryland decision seems to be a 
necessary safeguard for the. protection 
of reputations from libelous or black- 
mailing assaults, though not published 
according to the popular conception of 
the meaning of the term. 

It is doubtless true that knowledge 
of this judicial construction is calcu- 
lated to make men careful of what they 
may dictate to their stenographers; but 
it would seem to a layman as if there is 
in this a failure to recognize the inti- 
mate relationship existing between 
employer and the employee whose 
function is, in a sense, simply that of 
a machine. While Blackstone states 
that the communication of a libel to 
any one person is a “publication’’ in 
the eyes of the law, it seems the more 
reasonable construction of the princi- 
ples involved to hold that the stenog- 
rapher is but part of the employer, in 
a legal sense, and that there has been 
no giving public utterance until the 
libelous matter has passed beyond 
these two. 


Australia’s Rapid Growth. 

Many of our readers will be surprised 
at the figures showing the extent of 
Australia’s industrial and material re- 
sources. Last year the total value of 
the products of Australia amounted 
to $550,000,000, apportioned ds follows: 
Pastoral, $150.000,000; agricultural, 
$140,000,000; mineral, $100,000,000, and 
manufacturing, $160,000,000. 

Australia’s wool crop alohe amount- 
ed last year to $100,000,000. No coun- 
try on the globe has embarked more 
extensively in sheep raising. than Aus- 
tralia, and she is reaping magnificent 
results from her enterprise in this re- 
spect. Her ranches last year contained 
100,000,000 head of. sheep. 

In deposits of gold and silver Aus- 
tralia is fabulously rich. In 1850 the 
value of her gold output has agegre- 
gated $1,800,000,000, and since 1880 the 
yalue of her silver output has reached 
$150,000,000. She is much richer in 
gold than in silver. Her silver deposits 
were not discovered until comparative- 
ly recent years. 

Australia’s climate is varied in char- 
acter and favorable alike to agricultu- 
ral and manufacturing operations. If 
she continues to develop at the pres- 
ent rate there is no telling what con- 
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business and 
‘tant factors in building up domestic 


interests. ,

Cuba Will Come. 

. The fact that the south is favorable 
to the annexation of Cuba forms 4 
subject for comment on the part of 
the northern press. Newspapers that 
are strong supporters of the wholesale 
policy of expansion, to which the ad- 
ministration is pledged, seem to see in 
this advocacy of Cuban annexation a 
quasi-indorsement of retention of the 
Philippines. But that, of course, does 
not at all follow. Cuba is so distinctly 
a part of the Amierican system—it is 
virtually a portion o: this continent— 
that the demand for its annexation 
finds its basis in conditions distinctly 
different from those obtaining with re- 
gard to the islands in the Pacific. 

There is, in fact, no warrant for 
this linking together of the two prob- 
lems. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
in commenting upon The Constitution’s 
adyocacy of Cuban annexation, says: 


™ — 


When the south in the old days wanted’ 


to annex Cuba the charge was made 
that this desire was incited by the in- 
terest of slavery. So far as regards 
some of the south’s leading men of that 
time the accusation was undoubtedly 
correct. There were many southerners, 
however, who were neither slave owners 
nor slave holders, and who had no spe- 
cial sympathy with the movement to ex- 
tend the area of slavery, and these two 
apparently favored the annexation, of the 
island. There is no slavery now, and we 
see the south is just as anxious to get 
Cuba as it was fifty years ago or earlier. 
_ As we have taken occasion to point 
out before, the best possible solution of 
the problem for the Cubans themselves 
lies in annexation. The Cuban lead- 
ers ‘may not see this at the present 
time, but they will in the end come to 
such understanding. There may be 
tariff difficulties in the way of annexa- 
tion under the present administration, 
but in time the clouds will all be dis- 
pelled and Cuba will become a part of 
the American union. 


Georgia Marble in Demand.

Our quarries 
have not'been loftig opened, but the 
popularity of Georgia marble is rapidly 
crowding out the ~ products of other 
quarries. Vast deposits of marble lie 
imbedded in our mountains and we 
could easily supply the wants of the 
whole country if we only had the cap- 
ital to develop our resources.

ean of the south is unparalleled, 
is comfortable and contented, and as long 
@s ten or even nine-cent cotton lasts the 
improvement will cOhntinuée. You see it on 
the face of the landscape, on the planta- 
tions, as well as in the towns. The 
fences show it; the new machinery and 
implements; the wagons,- with their 


bright-colored paint, that you see along 


the highways, as well as the garments of 
the people and other outward manifesta- 
tions. Even the little brooks and the 
birds are ng songs of prosperity and 
ten-cent cotton. Last year the value of 
the cotton crop was $363, some- 
thing unprecedented. It was an advance 
Of $81,000,000 from the previous year, and, 
what was unusual, high prices went with 
a big crop. The reverse is usually the 
case. 

All the signs point to another big crop 
this year. The acreage is believed to 
have been increased 10 or 12 per cent. That 
always follows after. such a crop and 
such prices and profits as were enjoyed 
by the cotton growers last year, and it 
may be expected that every available 
acre jill be cultivated. The sales of fer- 
tilizers and farming machinery and im- 
plements are unprecedented, and those 
are signs that cannot be mistaken. At 
the same time there are drawbacks. The 


spring is late and cold. Bad weather has |, 


retarded planting in the northern section 
of the cotton belt to such an extent that 
the crop will be exposed to damage by 
frost at the other end of the season. 
Much of the early sown cotton has had 
to be replanted, which will add to the 
expense of the crop. Labor was never so 
scarce and wages were never so high in 
the south. This means additional ex- 
pense for planting and picking. The ex- 


tension of railways and other public Im- - 


provements are attracting negroes from 
the plantations, while the oil excitement 
in Texas has caused an extraordinary 
emigration in that direction.

In olden times, before the war, cotton 
used to sell from 10 cents to 15 cents a 
pound. During the war it went as high 
as $1 a pound. In 1866 it sold at an aver- 
age of 31 cents for the year; in 1867, 24 
cents; in 1869, 23 cents, and it has kept 
going down gtadually until ten-cent cot- 
ton was unknown after 1889. Low water- 
mark was touched in 1899, when, in July 
and August, it sold for 5 cents a pound. 
The average price that year was 6 cents 
a pound. Hence, the advance to 10 cents 
was an enormous gain. In no year in his- 
tory have the planters reaped such large 
profits. They still adhere to the old- 
fashioned method of selling, by which the 
difference between plantation and the 
factory price is divided between several 
people, when the services of t or three 
of Jhem might well be spar in the 
sale, 

The planter also continues to practice 
his old habit of anticipating his income 
and mortgaging his crop before it. is 
planted. With some of them it is impos- 
sible to make both ends meet, no matter 
what their profits are. The difference is 
met by afi increase of the mortgage on the 
land, which laps farther and farther over 
the estate until it findlly takes all. the 
profits of an ordinafy crop to pay the in- 
terest.

It will be noticed that the increase tn 
consumption of raw cotton in the south 
during the last year was marvelous, but 
still, although the southern states pro- 
duce 65 per cent of all the cotton used 
in the world, they consume only about 5 
per cent. The consumption of cotton 
cloth ‘is increasing. Formerly the peo- 
ple of the United States used nine pounds 
of wool per capita annually. The subsi- 
tution of cotton in the cheaper grades of 
cioth has reduced that average to six 
pounds a vear, while the amount of cot- 
ton consumed per capita has risen to 
twenty-five pounds. One-third of the 
wool weconsume comes from foreign coun- 
tries, two-thirds of the cotton we grow 
is sent abroad. We do not even manu- 
facture all the cottun goods we use. Our 
supply of fine goods still comes from Eu- 
rope. During the nine months ending 
with the 3ist of March we imported $31,- 
966,795 worth of cotton fabrics, which is 
half a million more than last year and 
$7,000,000 more than in 1899. Great Brit- 
ain furnished us nearly $8,000,000 worth of 
cotton goods in 1900; Germany nearly as 
much, Switzerland $7,000,000, and France 
$4,000,000. There were all fine gods, the 
largest items being laces, edgings and em- 
broiderings, trimmings, etc. 

Texas is the largest cotton state. Her 
product last year amounted to 2,248,000 
bales. Georgia came second with 1,360,- 
000 balés. Mississippi, 1,226,000 and Ala- 
bama, 1,019,000 bales. 

Last year the area in cotton was the 
biggest on record, being 23,805,629 bales, 
and it was an increase from. between 
sixteen and seventeen million acres fif- 
teen years ago. : 

There has also been a general improve- 
ment in the yield owing to the use of fer- 
tilizers and better methods of cultivation. 


There were a few cotton mills in the 
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tented communities and have paid big in- 
terest on the investment. The small 
mills heve paid the best because they 
are run with the least expense. An impor- 
tant object in establishing small milis, 
and one which helps to make them pop- 
ular, ia to absorb the cotton raised in 
the immediate neighborhood, employ the 
local Jabor and furnish a safe and prof- 
itable investment, for the savings of the 
people of the towns. No more benefi- 
cent institution could be suggested. So 
long as the factory is kept of a size to 


supply, i¢ can secure the cheapest possi- 
ble material, for all freight charges are 
saved, and the lowest wages; while there 
is no middle man to share the profits. 

Such mills have made profits that are 
amazing. ° I know of one whose dividends 
were 40 per cent, another 54 per cent, and 
have heard of factories that paid 100 per 
cent upon Ahe capital invested in the 
machinery and the water power to run it. 
The small! mill is a recent and a very in- 
| teresting development, and is going to be 
the salvation of the south. The big 
mills are increasing at the same time. Ad- 
ditions are constantly being made to 
them, and the number of spindies in the 
south is growing much more rapidly than 
in the north.

With cotton at 7 cents a pound, a bale 
is worth $35, which must be divided 
among the planter, his laborers and the 
middleman, whereas if it is made into 
four-yard goods and. sold for 5 cents a 
yard it will bring si, of which the differ- 
ence, $62, is distributed among the mill 
owners, the operatives and the middle- 
men, Which illustrates the importance of 
bringing the mill and the plantation as 
near together as possible. If all the 
cotton in South Carolina were thus man- 
ufactured in the local mills of that state 
instead of being shipned away it would 
be worth. to the people $70,000,000 instead 
of ».4,000,000, ’ 

Although the New England mills are 
fifteen hundred miles from the center of 
tne cotton states, the freient facilities 
are such that the south has practically 
little advantage except in small mills. 
You can ship a bale of cotton from Gal- 
yeston to Lowell for a little more than Jit 
costs to haul it from the plantation to 
the mill, and they tell me that the 
freight to Liverpool by steamshin is of- 
ten less than that charged by rail trom 
plantation stations to tne factorv sta- 
tions in Georgia and South Carolina. 
Therefore unless there is a small mill 
in the neighborhood to consume the local 
Supply the only saving in keeping it at 
home is in escaping the profit of the mid- 
dleman. 


Formerly all the mills of the south 
were constructed to manufacture coarse 
goods, but they are now rapidly getting 
in machinery for fine goods and the op- 
“eratives are becoming as skillfui as the 
French-Canadians. who make the best 
textiles in New Eneland. The labor in 
the south is pure white American. Tt is 
said that in no nart of the countrv is 
there less admixture of foreign blood, and 
ne le aaa esnecially are showing great 
~ . 


An attempt has recently heen made by 
the Federation of Labor to organize th 
mill hands of the south into unions, but 
aS near as I can find out it has not 
made much progress. The factory owners 
are determined not to recognize the 
union, and in North Carolina several 
mills shut down rather than do so. The 
women operatives are clannish and do 
not take kindly to “‘waixing delegates” 
from the north.. They regard them: with 
suspicion, and their loyalty to their em- 
ployers is exceptional. In New England 
there is little svympathv between the em- 
plovers and the employed. This is chiefly 
due to the fact that New England opera- 
tives are mostiv foreigners, while the 
people in the southern. mills are native 
born, have lived all their lives on the 
same ground and few of them have ever 
passed beyond the limits of thelr county. 
“nis gives them a local pride and a feel- 
ing of proprietorship which makes it 
difficult and usually impossible to eon- 
Vince them that their interests are not 


identical with those of their employers.

In White's Statistics of Georgia, p. 137, the 
author in writing of Mr. Baldwin says: It 
is believed, generally, that he originated the 
plan of the university, drew up its charter : 
persuaded the legislature to adopt it. We 
do not find that the merit of this work has 
been assigned to any other. Mr. Baldwin was 
a man of decided literary and scientific mind, 
and it is very certain that he was one of the 
most active supporters of the university. Let 
him be deemed, then, its father.’’ 

This historic mistake was printed in 1849, 
sixty-four years after the charter of the wUni- 
versity was adopted, and the only basis for 
the claim of the Baldwin authorship was found 
in a general belief that he drew up the char- 
ter. No other evidence was produced, and I 
may say none could be. 

Mr. Baldwin was an able man and a strong 
friend to the university, and from the time 
he came to Georgia, |784, until his death ip 
1807, he was aimost constantly in public 
life, honored by his adopted state, and honor- 
ing her in return. I would not rob him of the 
least of his glory, but in common with all true 
Georgians I would keep forever sacred the 
memory of this great and good man who 
came to our state when she needed men of 
intellect and mora] courage and gave the re- 
maining years of his life to the upbuilding of 
our infantile nbd eee | Be us ever speak rev- 

ntlv of Abraham Baldwin. 
tt has been well said that ‘‘the University of 
Georgia had its legal conception in an Act of 
the legislature, approved February 25. 1784. 
the intention of which primarily was to, lay 
eut amid the virgin foreste of the state two 
counti-s, Washington end Franklin.” Let us 
now turn to the journal of the legislature and 
#ec what we can learn from it. 

On Jantiary 10, 1784, the legislature ap- 

ointed William Few, John Morel, Holman 

reeman, Benjamin Andrew, Benjamin Lanier 
and John Clements a committee to bring in @ 
bill for laying out new counties to the west- 
ward. On January {4th, Joseph Habersham, 
Stephen Heard and James Jackson were added 
to the committee. Later in the session the 
committee brovght in the bill, and om the 
19th of February it was read the third time 
and ordered to be engrossed. 

On February 24, 1784, John Houston, James 
Habersham, William Few, Joseph Clay, Abra- 
ham Baldwin; William Houston and Nathan 
Brownson were elected trustees of the collegs 
or seminary of learning which was to be es- 
tablished. 

On January 10, 1785, ‘‘a memorial from the 
trustees for the purpose of erecting a semi- 
nary of learning in the state was read’’ Te- 
fore the legisleture, and it ‘‘ordered that leave 
be given for the full and complete establish- 
wient of public semingries of learning in chis 
state, and that William Stenhens, Oliver 
Bowen James Dunwoody, William’ Glasscock 
send Edward Telfair be that committee.’’ 

On January !|2, 1785. two days after the 
committee was appointed to prepare the char- 
ter. Abraham Baldwin took his seat in the 
legirlature as a member from the county of 
Wilkes, and on the following day, January 
13th, the committee brought in the charter, 
and it was read by William Stephens, an emi- 
nent lawver ef Savannah, who was the chair- 
man of the committee. The bill, or charter, 
was read the second time January 1|4th, 
then sent to the execytive council. On the 
2ist of January the cduncil returned the bill 
by the hands of James McNeil and Jarre! [Ir- 
win, with some amendments offered by that 
oe Six days afterwards, on January 27, 
1 a 


he bill was read the third time before 


the house and passed, and thus became a 
aw. 

In addition to the seven trustees elected by 
the legislature in 1784, the names of John 
Habersham, Abriel Holmes, Jenkin Davis, 
Hugh Lawson, William Glascock and Benja- 
min Taliaferro were incorporated in the char- 
ter as trustees in 1785, making a total of 
thirteen. In a future letter I may write of 
the trustees, and of the men who succeeded 
them.

At the request of the Georgia members 
of the Grand Army of the Republic as 
well as the commiesioners of Sumter 


county, two companies of state troops 


have been ordered to Andersonville, Ga., 
on May 30th, federal Decoration Day, for 
the purpose of preserving order. 
Bach-memter of these two companies 
will go armed with rifie and twenty ball 
cartridges, and an extra supply of car 
tridges will be sent there by Inspector 
General W. G. Obear, so that the troops 
will be prepared for any emergency. 
The orders directing these two compan- 
jes, Company F, of the Second infantry, 
Macon, Captain F. R. Jones, and Com- 
pany L, of tha Fourth infantry, Americus, 
Captain. W. F. Clark, were issued yester- 
day by Adjutant General James W. Rob- 
ertson by command of the governor. 
Governor Candler received a request 
from two sources this year to have the 
troops sent to Andersonville. One was 
a letter from the secretary of the Grand 
Army in Georgia, stating that <he mem-~ 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republis 
throughout the state, joined in the re- 
quest to have troops on the scene to 
prevent the usuel disorder that occurs 
by reaéon of so many rough characters 
gathering there. Attention was called to 
the usval disorders, resulting almost 
every year in cne of two homicides, and 
a desire was expressed to have this pre- 
vented this year.’ Along with this request 
from the Grand Army ofthe Republic 
came one also from the commissioners 
of Sumter county who make an effort 
every year to preserve order on this oc-

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BOARD. REAFFIRMS ITS 
ACTION ON KEITH CLAIM 


Contract To Dispose of Garbage 
Holds for Eighteen Months. 
Contract Presented by 
Venable Read at the 
Meeting. 


For the next year and a half, at least, 
J. F. Lester will cremate the city’s gar- 
bage and dispose of all the animals that 
may be so unfortunate as to die in At- 
lanta. The board of héalth, at the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, agreed to ac- 
cert Mr. Lester’s bid to dispose of the 
garbage for $1,250 ver month for the 
months of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember and $1,000 per month for the other 
eight months in the year. Also his offer 
to pav the citv $200 per year for the 
privilege of disposing of all the dead ani- 
mals. 

The board voted not to rescind its 
action in agreeing to give former Inspec- 
tor Keith $150 for his services as special 
evidence man. The meeting was not 
without interest. Dr. Bizzell opposed let- 
ting the contract to Lester, as he stated 
Messrs. Venable Bros. were willing to dis- 
pose of the city's garbage for a much 
lower price than that agreed upon. As 
chairman of the garbage committee of 


the board, 1e handed in a proposition 
from the Messrs. Venable, in which they 
offered to dispose of the varbage for 
$10,000 a year. 

The proposition was as follows: 

May 1!6, 1901.~To the Board of Health of 
the City of Atlanta. Gertlemen: As the ad- 
vertisement for bids for the reception and 
disposal of the garbage and night soil of the 
city of Atlanta did not ask for a lump-sum per 
year, for thus disposing of the said material, 
but asks for bids by the ton, 2,000 pounds, we 
did not make a lumr-~sum bid. 

Inasmuch as different propositions have beer: 
made by other parties, and inasmuch as the 
committee having under their consideration the 
acceptance or rejection of the bids submitted, 
»md notwithstanding the fact that we have 
not been invited to appear before the commit- 
fee or make any proposition whatever, we deem 
it just and right to say to you that our propo- 
sition means a lump sum of $10,000-per year 
for receiving and disposing of the garbage and 
night soil. In order to make the proposition 
definite and certain, we lereby propose to re- 
ecive and dispose of the garbage and night 
soil of the city of Atlanta for a year at the 
lump sum of $10,000, with moathly. payments 
&£s per our proposition. We agree to pay the 
board of health the sum of $200 per annum 
for the delivery to us cn cars of all cead 
animals. Respectfully yours, ai 

VENABLE BROS. 
Mayor Mims Raises Point. 

When the board mét at 9 oclock and 
after several routine matters had been 
disposed of, the report of the speciale 
committee appointed to agree on the 
most advantageous contract for the dis- 
posal of the city’s garbage was read. 
This committee was appointed at the 
special session of the board several 
evenings ago and was composed of Drs. 
E. H. Richardson, chairman; Charles F. 
Benson and George Y. Pierce. That com- 
mittee reported that after a conference 
with the different parties it was recom- 
mended that Mr. Lester’s two offers be 
accepted and that the contracts termi- 
nate December 31. 1902. 

“After careful consideration and due de- 
liberation at the present time,’’ read the 
report, ‘‘we think this is the best propo- 
sition that has been offered the city. and 
we unhesitatingly advise its acceptance.”’ 

After the readin of the report the 
mayor said it had been brought to his 
attention that a former bid of the Les- 
ter Furnace Company was $900 a month 
for the disposal of the city’s rarbage. He 
said this contract was to begin March 
3, 1899, and continue [tor a year. 

“Why is he being paid more than tuat 
amount each month now?’ asked Mayor 
Mims. ‘“‘I merely ask for information.”’ 

Burton Smith stated tnaat whoever’ had 
called the mayor’s attention to the mat- 
ter had made a mistake about the con- 
tract. The agreement that had first been 
considered. said Mr. Smith, was $900 per 
month for the first 100 tons a day and 35 
cents per ton extra for all tons in excess 
of 100. 

“When Captain Miller was on the 
board,’ salu wr. Benson, ‘“‘we took .ne 
matter w@ and on that basis we ficured 
out that as more than 100 tons would be 
cremated each day, we would be paying 
Mr. Lester more than $1,000 a month, 
so it was decided to make a contract 
with him for $1.000 monthly. 

The contract calling for $1,000 a month 
was placed in evidence. It was dated 
January 19, 1900, and was for one ye@r. 

Dr. Bizzell then handed Clerk Jentzen 
the proposition of Venable Bros., which 
was read for the benefit of the members 
of the board. 

“This bid,’’ said Dr. Bizzell, ‘‘is $3,000 
less than the one submitted by Mr. Les- 
ter, and if Mr. Venable is going to carry 
out his proposal in good faith, I see no 
reason why it should not be accepted. I 
take it that he does intend carryins out 
the contract or else he would not submit 
such a proposal.”’ 

Smith Moves To Adopt. 

When Dr. Bizzell had finished speaking, 
Mr. Smith moved that the report of the 
special committee be adopted. This re- 
ceived the second of Dr. Pierce, and Dr. 
Jarnagin, president of the board, asked 
if any one desired to be heard before the 
motion was put. Dr. Bizzell sienified 
that he would like to have a féw words 
to say befor- final action was had. 

“T eannot see,’’ he declared, ‘“‘how we 
ean accépt a proposition which will cost 
the city $3,000 more than the other.”’ 

Burton Smith then arose. He had a 
cory of a newspaper in his hand.

An unfortunate and unseemly wrangle 
over the score marred the conclusion of 
one of the most pyrotechnic exhibitions 
of ball playing seen in Atlanta in manv a 
day. The game was between the Tech 
team and the team from Central univer- 
sity, of Richmond, Ky. 

Two or three persons who kept the 
score made the result 17 to 16 in favor of 
the Kentuckians. Nearly all of the spec- 
tators who followed the details of the 
scoring thought this to be the correct 
score, and when after the ninth inning 
the Techs made the claim that the score 
was 16 to 16, and a tie, there was some 
surprise. The visitors declined flatly to 
play another inning, claiming that they 
had fairly won the game, After an. ex- 
cited discussion on the field, in which 
both teams and @ majority of the spec- 
tators engaged. Umpire W. R. Tichenor 
allowed the claim of the Tech team. The 
Visitors left the field. After they had 
gone the Techs went into the field ana 
nine balls were pitched across the plate. 
Umpire Tichenor declared the game for- 
felted to the Techs by the score of 9 to.0. 
His decision .tn the matter is final. 

That the contest should have ended as it, 
did was unsatisfactory to both players 
and spectators. It was impossible to as- 
certain, because of the general uproar 
and confusion, just what point ii the 
score was disputed. Umpire Tichenor 
was under the impression that a man 
whom he had called out at the plate had 
been credited with a run. The Tech 
players and coach said that the Ken- 
tuckians made five and not six runs in 
the ninth inning.

The game had as many crises as one 
of the Centra!

IN WARM CONTEST 

Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf. Fighting 
Georgia Northern. — 

‘BEFORE COMMISSION AGAIN 


Was Thought They Would Reach 
Amicable Settlement. 


REGARDED AS AN IMPORTANT CASE 


Georgia Northern Refuses To Accept 
Freight from Other Ifne at 
Moultrie. 


The railroad commision had before it 
an important case yesterdays One of the 
members said he regarded it as the most 
important case that has come before the 
board in a year. 

It is the complaint made by the Tiftor, 
Thomasville and Gulf railroad against 
the Georgia.Northern, the charge being 
that the latter unlawfully refuses to re- 
ceive freight from the former at Moul- 
trie, a junction point, for delivery on the 
line of the Georgia Northern. 

This case was before the commission 
sometime ago, but it was thought a set- 
tlement tvould be reached without a con- 
test before that body. The representa- 
tives of both roads stated they thought 
they could get together, the Georgia 
Northern receiving whatever freight 
came to Moultrie for points on its line 
without solicitation by the Tifton, Thom- 
asville and Gulf, and the latter agreeing 
not to solicit freight for such points. 

It appears, however, that the two roads 
could not reach a satisfactory agreement, 
and they had to bring their troubles 
again before the commission. It seems 
that the Georgia Northern wants to get 
the long haul out of such freight, and 
has for that reason refused to deliver 
stuff brought to Moultrie on the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf for points on its 
line. 

The arguments before the commission 
yesterday were made by Hon. N. E. Har- 
ris, of Macon, representing the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf, and by Hon. W. 
S. Humphreys, of Moultrie, representing 
the Georgia Northern. Among others 
present were Vice President C. W. Pid- 
ceck and General Freight Agent George 
E. Smith, of the Georgia Northern, and 
Vice President J. W.. Hightower, General 
Freight Agent W. F. Rudisill and Com- 
mercial Agent R: G. Stone, of the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf. 

The railroad commission heard the ar- 
guments and reserved its decision. 


Jury in City Court Returns Verdict 
in Favor of Railway and Power 
Company. 

The case of Wallate G. Mitchell against 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
was ended yesterday before Judge Reid, 
in the city court, the jury bringing in a 
verdict in favor of the railway company. 
Mitchell sued the -street railway for 
$10,000 damages, claiming he was assaulted 
without cause by thé conductor of the car 
striking him with brass knucks, serious- 
ly injuring his eye and gashing up his 

head. 

The conductor of the car claimed that 
he struck him with his fist only, and 
did this because Mitchell had called him 
a Mar and provoked him into a fight. 

The iury relieved the conductor of all 
blame in the matter. 


P. EF. Smith represented Mitchell, and 
Payne & Tye, the company.

They Intend To Erect New Hospital 
in the Near Future. 


OBJECTED TO THREE YEAR C ONTRAC 


| Good Sum Was Realized for Presby- 
terian Hospital at “Mother 
Goose” Entertainment.

Contract for New Structure Was 
Signed Yesterday, 


WORK TO BEGIN JUNE 18TH 


New Building Will Stand Six Stories 
Above the Viaduct and Will 
Be a Handsome Addition to 
the Street—To Cost Over 


$60,000. 


Contractor Grant Wilkins yesterday 
closed a contract with Eiseman Bros. for 
putting. up their new building on the 
Whitehal] street viaduct, occupying their 
present site. 

The new structure will be a magnificent 
six-story building with basement, the 
front handsomely finished in brick and 
terra cotta, and it will be an ornament 
to the important section of the city in 
which it will be located. 

According to the contract with Mr. 
Wilkins, Eiseman Bros. are to give him 
possession of the lot on June 15th, and 
the new building is to be finished so that 
they may be back at the same stand doing 
business on September 15th, or about two 
weeks before the time for the completion 
of the viaduct. 

The new. building wi!] be six stories in 
height above the viaduct. The plans were 
drawn by Architect W. T. Downing. The 
materials which wil] enter into the build- 
ing are brick, terra cotta, plate glass* 
steel and wood. The front will be elegant- 
ly finished in the three first mentioned ma- 
terials, while brick. structural steel and 
wood will enter into the interior work. 

It is understood the building wil cost 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $60,- 
000 exclusive of the interior furnishings, 
such as steam heat and electric wiring, 
which will be of the latest improved and 
up-to-date patterns. 

Mr. Wilkins, as was stated in The Con- 
stitution, also has the contract for build- 
ing the Peters block at Wall and Peach- 
tree streets. This will be eight stories 
in height with basement, and is to be 
completed within twelve months after the 
present buildings on the lot are torn down. 
It will require about a month to remove 
the bui:dings now standing there, so that 
the new block will be finished within 
about thirteen months. 

Mr. Wilkins has either built or designed 
some of the handsomest and most sub- 
stantia] structures in Atlanta: in fact, 
every building.with which he has had to 
do has the characteristics of good appear- 
ance and durability. Among the most 
prominent of those he has designed are 
the Fulton county courthouse annex and 
the county jail or the Tower, while he has 
built, among others, the Prudential build- 
ing and the well known Seaboard Air- 
a terminals.

J.K. ORR SPEAKS TO | 
LITERARY SOCIETIES 


The literary societies of the Technolog- 
ical schoo] met in the hall of the Phi Eta 
Sigma: society yesterday afternoon at 4 
o'clock to hear an address by J. FE. Orr, 
the well-known Atlanta shoe manufactur- 
er, who spoke upon the invitation of the 
society. 
A full attendance greeted Mr. Orr, and 
his eddress, which was both practical and 
eloquent, was heartily applauded by the 
students. 
At its conclusion a rising vote of thanks 
was tendered the speaker and he was 
made an. hororary member of the. Phi 
society. He acknowledged the honor in 
some graceful and witty remarks. 
Mr. Orr’s address was as follows: 
“That a tan may starve on a dozen 
trades half learned while another grows 
rich and famous on one thoroughly mas- 
tered, is the song that I hope may ring 
ir your ears. as the daily echo from the 
deep bass of your anvil chorus, the coo- 
Ing whir of your spindles and the nuzsie 
of your looms. I am going to assume 
that this, or some similar inspiration has 
brought you here to fit yourself for some 
tre-determined life work; then I am sure 
you will agree with me.that this senti- 
ment is the keystone to the arch of all 
findustrial education. In every profes- 
sion, in every line of business, the yourg 
man who is sought out and sought after 
is the ore who can do some one thing bet- 
ter than anyone else, and for this noth- 
ing qualifies like an all absorbing pur- 
pore. 
“If it is trie that a young man can be- 
cOme very much what he pleases to make 
himself—do you not tremble my young 
friends at your responsibility? 
***For the structure that we raise, time 
is with materiaj filled, 
Our todays ind yesterdays are the blocks 
with which we build.’ 
“A cabinet officer passing upon the 
merits of three leading colleges, made this 
statement. ‘In the departments I found 
the Harvard man quick, the Yale man 4c- 
curate, but when I wanted information 
that took a iot of research, if I gave it 
to a Princetcn graduate, end a night in- 
tervened. it wovld be on my desk in the 
morning.’ 
‘“‘Application is cne of the essentials to 
success. Stick-at-it-ness not infrequently 
takes the place of genius. The tortoise 
who keeps moving wins over the fleeter 
hare who sleeps Some may answer I in- 
tend to work when I go to work, but why 
20w. I can get through college and not 
balf try. That young man little knows 
the weight of the chains of habit. I think 
it was Chesterfield who said: ‘Every mo- 
ment you now loge is so much character 
and advantage lost. On the other hand, 
every moment you now employ usefully 
is so much time laid out at prodigious in- 
terest.’ 
“To my mind the best object lesson of 
the century is the wonderful success that 
has come to the junior partners of Mr. 
Carnegie. The majority of these are un- 
known to fame, and yet nearly all of them 
are now, or soon wili be millionaires. 
Many of them a few years ago wore 
blue overalls, but for some well developed 
special fitness, each has been selected as 
the head of 1 depertment, given an in- 
terest and started on the road to wealth. 
One of the directors asked Mr. Carnegie 
if fifty tho.sand was not qa large salary 
for the superintendert, and he answered: 
‘Yes, but every year he reduces the cost 
of making steel a few cents a pound, and 
this economy makes for us many times 
his salary.’ 
“There is no limit for:-the man at the 
top of the profession, so set a high mark 
for your ambition, remember, ‘Our doubts 
are traitors, and make us lose the good 
we oft might win, by fearing to attempt.’ 
Never unlterestimate the value of time. 
Napoleon said quarier hours frequently 
decide battles. 

“In your school days you create a re- 
serve of bottled up energy, the world 
has many crannels in which you will get 
a chance to use it. Balzac puts it, ‘Genius 
is only condensed intensity.’ 

‘‘Recall what the world owes to Watts, 
Stephenson and Fulton for transportation, 
and yet they were only thinkers. How 
true it is that the real conquerors of the 
world have nct been the generals, but the 
thinkers. Scme may ask how shall we do 
these things, if no opportunity comes?’ I 
can only answer from the oracle Shakes- 
peare, ‘That fortune will one day and one 
time svrely knock at your door, be ready 
when she calls; for circumstances do not 
so much make men as reveal] them,’ or as 
someone better puts it, ‘If you are in 
earnest, seize this very minute. What 
you can do or think you can,,do it.’ 

‘ “Ror no matter in what sphere of life 
your lot may be aast, if successful you

“And now a word for your literary so- 
cieties. If you are to become leaders 
among men, how important is it that 


must learn to rely. upon your own efforts 4 resolved to follow.
